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anode loses its irritability because it is nega- 
tively charged. 

A detailed report of the experiments which 
we are conducting on galvanotaxis and elec- 
trical gradients in organisms will, of course, 
appear elsewhere.

SOCIETY 

The two-hundredth regular meeting of the 
society was held at Columbia University on 
Saturday, October 26, 1918. War condi- 
tions were reflected in an attendance of only 
eleven members. Professor E. W. Brown, of 
Yale University, presided at the morning ses- 
sion, and Professor 0. E. Glenn, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, at the afternoon session.

Professor Gillie A. Larew, Bandolph-Macon 
Woman's College; Dr. Flora E. LeStourgeon, 
University of Chicago; Professor John Mathe- 
son, Queen's University; Mr. F. B. Morris, 
University of California; Professor Susan M. 
Eambo, Smith College; Dr. W. G. Simon, 
Adelbert College. One application for mem- 
bership was received. 

A list of nominations for officers and other 
members of the Council was prepared and 
ordered printed on the ballot for the annual 
election in December. A committee was ap- 
pointed to audit the accounts of the Treasurer 
for the current year. A committee was also 
formed to collect funds for a suitable mem- 
orial to the late Professor Maxime Bocher, of 
Harvard University, who was president of the 
society in 1909-1910.
